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Press Comments On Flood Control Plans and Army Engineers 


peep CONTROL LEGISLATION, particularly with reference to the costs and 

manner in which the work shall be carried out, engages editorial attention as 
the result of the Senate’s recent unanimous passage of the Jones bill. The plans 
of the Army engineers and their share in the proposed work are discussed by 
many editors. Some laud and others assail the so-called “Jadwin Plan” submitted 
by the Chief of Engineers, but there is no dissent from the view that whatever 
the final decision may be, the Army Engineers can be relied on to aid in a manner 
reflecting credit on the Corps. 


‘THE Chicago Tribune (Republican) holds “the Jones bill adopts the plan of flood 

control drawn up by Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin with the endorsement of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, while the Reid bill creates a new engireering board, which would 
be free to devise and carry out its own plans, and would not be dominated by 
War Department engineers. There was a time some months ago when it seemed 
of utmost importance to break the hold of Army engineers upon the Mississippi 
project. It was plain that their traditional policy of building levees to the 
exclusion of other works had not held the river in check, and there was reason 
to fear that the tradition would prevail in any new plans that might be devised 
under War Department auspices. Gen. Jadwin’s detailed proposals have quieted 
such fears. There is now no doubt that the Army engineers have adopted a fresh 
approach. The country will be inclined to follow the President and his 
Cabinet in endorsing the Jadwin plan for the further reason that it well 
advanced.”

zation. Who is to build these great works? The Chief of Engineers insists that 
the work should be under his charge, with the Mississippi River Commission as 
an advisory body. The Reid bill provides for a commission composed of Army 
and civilian engineers, to have complete authority, and under this bill the 
Mississippi River Commission would be abolished. The practical method 
to pursue is to create a commission of engineers, both military and civil, with 
full authority and responsibility to devise a plan and execute the work.”

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Animal Transport Essential

(UF Army has been accused in the 

press by motor enthusiasts of being 
backward in motorization, when as a 
matter of fact this subject has beer 
given most careful attention by many 
of our most able officers, notably Maj. 
Gen. William J. Snow, formerly Chief 
of Field Artillery. This latter officer, 
rating as a great and progressive ar- 
tilleryman, could not foresee the end of 
the artillery horse nor would he agree 
to have the horse replaced wholly by 
tractors in the Field Artillery. No chief 
of any combat arm is yet ready to dis- 
yense with animal transportation. As a 
proof of whether the use of animals in 
our Army is unprogressive in modern 
military practices, it is only necessary 
to compare our Army animal equipment 
prescribed in tables of organization with 
the prescribed animal equipment of other 
leading nations. 

We can see from this that 
ll the leading nations still carry as large 
1 proportion of animals to men in their in- 
fantry divisions as we do (about one ani- 
mal to three men), even though the great 
problem facing many leading nations, with 
che exception of the United States, is how 
to procure at home in case of war the 
large number of animals needed to supply 
their armies. Motorization is, therefore, 
forced on many nations, due to the short- 
» of available animals, and for no other 
reason. In practically all the leading na- 
tions, in spite of motorization, great at- 
tention is devoted to the military animal 
supply. All animals suitable for military 
are listed in peace time, carefully 
checked at periodic intervals, and much 
attention devoted to production of the 
proper types. Cavalry, horse-drawn artil- 
lery, pack, cart and wagon transportation 
operated by horses and mules are still a 
part of the equipment of all modern ar- 
mies, 

No military man of any common sense 
or judgment will argue for the exclusive 
use of animals in Army divisional equip- 
ment or for the use of animal transport 
when the work can be done more efficiently 
and quickly by motor. On the other hand, 
no one but a motor crank can yet foresee 
ihe elimination of the horse and mule from 
modern warfare. Personally I predict that 
all the means of transportation now known

io an army—rail, motor, and animals—in 
future wars, for man’ years 10 come, will 
have all the loads that they can carry. 


Motors will supplement the railroads still 
turther by transporting men and also ani-

Congestion on the roads will be- 
come so great that animals will still be 
used in large numbers for cross-country 
work in combat and field trains; and 
transportation by air for many of the 
urgent items of supply, including forage

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Separate Air List Looms 
(Continued from First Page) 
called the Air Corps promotion situation 
“intolerable” at the hearing April 2, but 
in referring to the Furlow bill said: “I 
don’t want to see a wedge driven between 
the Army and the Air Corps. They both 
need assistance. I should like to see if 
we cannot solve the problem and at the 
same time do it in a way so as to have 

the sympathy of the whole Army.” 


The former Chiet or the Air Corps, 
Major General Mason M. Patrick, retired, 
he said, favored a separate promotion list, 
in the report of his board, which studied 
the matter of allevixting the conditions in 


the Air Corps. 
“This situation should be worked out, 
and there should be no discrimination 


against the Air Corps,” said Mr. Davison. 
“The features of the Furlow bill and the 
Patrick Board recommendations sheuld be 
reconciled. There is no great difference 
in these recommendations and they should 
be worked into a middleground proposi- 
tion.” 

Secretary Davison said he would favor 
the Furlow bill as it is, but would “tre- 
mendously regret the hard feeling that 
would inevitably grow up in the other 
branches.” 

General Fechet declared that the Fur- 
low bill was excellent “from the Air Corps 
standpoint,” but he regretted that it 
“doesn’t take care of the entire Army.” 
One thing that the Furlow measure would 
do that no other bill proposed would bring 
about, he said, was the provision for “ade- 
quate rank to assignments.” 

Assistant Secretary Davison deplored 
‘existing injustices to personnel of the 
promotion, which have retarded promo- 
tions almost to a standstill, and which 
have had a most detrimental effect upon 
the morale of officers of that branch, Pro- 
motion conditions in the Army as a whole, 
he said, were very serious, but they were 
“much worse” in the Air Corps, 

During the war, he explained, the train- 
ing of pilots took much longer than did the 
training of officers in other branches. For 
that reason Air Corps officers were lower 
on the promotion list of the Army than 
were officers in other branches, 

Conditions as they exist today, said Mr. 
Davison, are “very unfair and place ofli- 
cers of the Air Corps in a disadvantageous 
position.” In the past, he said, he has 
urged the importance of finding a solution 
of the problems for the Army as a whole, 
and particularly for the Air Corps. Young 
men in the Air Corps, he said, are greatly 
discouraged, because of their existing sta- 
tus and poor prospects. These young ofli- 
cers, he said, are confronted with the pros- 
pect of almost indefinite service in the 
lower ranks, because of the stagnated pro- 
motion list and therefore are “looking 
around to get some other jobs in civil life.” 

Studies made by the Department of War 
last year to solve the general problem 
of the “hump in the promotion list,” As- 
sistant Secretary Davison said, “do not 
completely do the job.”’ He explained that 
two separate boards submitted recommen- 
dations, and that both reports had glar- 
ing shortcomings. 

Assistant Secretary Davison said he had 
not had the time to give the pending bill 
his close scrutiny, but that he felt it 
“would go further than any other bill that 
has been introduced” in giving the Air 
Corps what it deserves. “It would not com- 
pletely do it, but it is the best measure 
thus far introduced,” he added. 

The most objectionable feature of the 
bill, as he construed it, Mr. Davison said, 
was that it might create “jealousy and 
bad feeling’ in other branches of the 
Army against the Air Corps. The meas- 
ure, he explained, would take care of the 
complaints of commissioned personnel of 
the Air Corps without doing anything to 
rectify the less serious conditions of 
promotion in other branches. 

Telling how the bill would affect the Air 
Corps, Mr. Furlow said: “When consider- 
ing a promotion list there are two factors 
which always enter, namely, a rate of pro- 
motion and a rate of retirernent. I have, 
therefore, provided that the system of pro- 
motions shall closely follow that recom- 
mended to Congress by the War Depart- 


ment for the whole Army, but with a 
slightly increased rate in order to offer 


brighter prosnects to the Air Corps offi- 
cers whose expectancy of life is far less 
than all officers serving in other branches. 
Furthermore, hazardous duties of the fly- 
ing officer produce a drain upon the 
physical resistance that accelerates life 
and shortens the period of usefulness on 
the active list. Advantage should be taken 
in our national defense to the fullest ex- 
tent of this period during which the Air 
Corps officer is at his maximum efficiency 
and in order to do so he must be pro- 
moted to the rank which is commensurate 
with the responsibility of command placed 
upon him. Of course, it is necessary to 
provide certain minimum and maximum 
limits in order that the Air Corps may be 
kept up to its state of efficiency and still 
not be burdened with a surplus of rank. 
These limits again closely follow those 
that the War Department desire to apply

Senate Takes Up Promotion. 
(THE Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee met yesterday afternoon and 
commenced consideration of the various 
promotion bills pending for the Army. 
The first two bills taken up were the 
Reed Bill, S. 1894, including the 14 sec- 
tions recommended by the War Depart- 
ment General Board, considerably modi- 
fied, and the Black Bill S. 3089, which 
would provide for speedier promotion 
through service-in-grade and rearrange 
officers according to the grades held by 
them in 1920. The latter bill was dis- 
approved by the War Department on the 
ground that it would only revise one of 
the many alleged injustices in the pro- 
motion list. 
for the whole Army. 

“Special provision must be made to keep 
to a minimum the number of nonfliers or 
those who have lost their usefulness as 
combat fliers in the Air Corps. This re- 
quires special consideration. It is proposed 
that an officer of the Air Corps shall be 
permitted to retire after 30 years of serv- 
ice and that each year he is on flying 
duties shall count double for this purpose. 
Mention has been made above of the fact 
that flying officers have their lives accel- 
erated due to the hazardou’ nature of their 
occupation, tecognition of this is given 
in foreign services, and I firmly believe it 
should be recognized in our Air Corps. 
Furthermore, in order to help keep the Air 
Corps an active flying branch of the serv- 
ice, authority should be provided for plac- 
ing them on the retired list at an earlier 
age than that now authorized. I have 
introduced legislation to cover this point. 

“The Air Corps is at present expanding 
under a five-year development program 
authorized by Congress by the act of July 
2, 1926. The program provides new units 
and increases the strength of the Air 
Corps to 1,650 officers and 15,000 enlisted 
men, but there is no provision for the offi- 
cers to advance in grade as required for the 
command of the units organized. Even at 
present that is a great discrepancy be- 
tween rank and responsibility of command. 
The bill I have introduced fits directly into 
this five-year development program and I 
believe its provisions are fully justified 
and will result in a very material increase 
in the efficiency of the Air Corps and the 
effectiveness of our national defense.” 

Col. Lindbergh, concerning the Air Corps 
promotion situation, recently informed the 
committee as follows: 

“It is obvious that rank should be an 
emblem of command and responsibility as 
well as a reward for service. It has been 
my observation that officers of the Army 
Air Corps in many cases have rank quite 
junior to that expected in the positions 
they hold, 

“Active military flying is today essen- 
tially a young man’s occupation, and this 
means that special considerations enter 
the problem of securing the maximum 
benefit from the limited years of active 
flying service. The rate of promotion is 
thus influenced. 

“Military flyings will always be hazard- 
ous, Many of the safety factors that ap- 
ply to commercial aviation must, in war 
planes, give way to speed, greater fire 
power, larger bomb loads, and other de- 
sirable military characteristics. Combat 
will require decidedly different maneuvers 
from commercial flying. Casualties among 
military flying personnel are consequently 
relatively high. This great rate of attri- 
tion requires special consideration in pro- 
viding replacements. If a fiving officer 
meets his death, the vacancy should be 
filed by an Air Corps officer of equal ex- 
perience, 

“Military missions require skill and en- 
tail danger that call for pilots of unusual 
qualities. Adequate reward is necessary to 
attract and hold the type of officer needed. 
Especially is this true in the present stage 
of the rapid growth of the aeronautic in- 
dustry which doubtless will offer attractive 
connections to experienced pilots and ad- 
ministrators. It is discouraging for an offl- 
cer to remain too long in a junior grade— 
several have already sought civil positions. 
Undoubtedly morale would be greatly en- 
hanced if officers could see a brighter fu- 
ture in the service. 

“TI believe our air force should constitute 
@ first line of defense—they must be ready 
to take the initiative when danger threat- 
ens our Nation—there may be no time per- 
mitted for preparation. Efficiency will be 
gained by proper peace-time provisions to 
eare for the personnel. The expectancy of 
life for the flying officer is far less than in 
other occupations, the rate of attrition is 
high, the strain on the physical resistance 
from combat flying is excessive, the period 
of greatest flying efficiency is limited, re- 
sponsibilities of air officers are heavy, pro- 
motion for a large proportion appears to 
have stagnated—these observations have 
led me to believe the problem of the air 
officers is special and requires considera- 
tion by itself.” 











To Report on Small Arms 

INAL reports on tests made during 

the past year with weapons of .276 
mm. caliber will probably be submitted 
to the War Department by the Infantry 
and Cavalry Boards within two or three 
weeks. Preliminary reports on the 
Pedersen .276 caliber and other rifles 
have shown favorable results, and point 
to the possibility of replacing the stand- 
ard Springfield Infantry rifle with a 
light-weight semi-automatic rifle of ap- 
proximately .276 caliber designed for 
general Army use. 

Experiments by the Infantry and Cav- 
alry Boards with a view to replacing 
the standard Springfield rifle with semi- 
automatic rifles of .276 caliber have 
proven the latter effective at 1,000-yard 
range, with both accuracy and pene- 
trating power. A radical reduction in 
weight and corresponding increase in 
individual firing power would be possible 
with the adoption of semi-automatic 
rifles. The Boards hope to develop a 
.276 caliber semi-automatic rifle which 
weighs 8% pounds; continued tests may 
make possible a .30 caliber semi-auto- 
matie rifle of the same weight. No work 
has been done with machine guns of ree 
duced caliber.

Reserve is the opinion of Col. David L. 
Stone. Colonel Stone expressed the be- 
lief that the bill will not remove or take 
from the War Department administra- 
tion of the Reserve Officers’ Division. 
According tv Colonel Stone the bill 
would create a feeling on the part of 
Reserve Officers that they had been given 
direct representation in the War Depart- 

ment. 

General Summerall addressed the 
Committee in favor of the bill. Col. J. 
Harry Ullrich, Reserve Officer from the 
University of Maryland, expressed the 
fear that the bill would antagonize men 
of influence in various communities and 
so create a lack of interest in C. M. T. C. 
work, and Lt. Col. R. E. McKinney also 
expressed opposition to the measure. 





EMERGENCY BILL UP FOR RULE. 

The bill to make eligible for retire- 
ment under certain conditions, disabled 
emergency officers, which has found 
many supporters in the House, has not 
been acted upon by the Rules Commit- 
tee. It will probably be taken up at 
the first executive session of the com- 
mittee, to which it was referred March 
28 when Representative Fitzgerald, au- 
thor of the bill, asked for a rule. 





NAVY WATCHES PRIVATE BILL. 

Considerable interest is felt in 
naval circles over the private bill 
again under consideration to provide re- 
lief, in the sum of $10,000, to Ralph C. 
and Varina B. Wright for the accidental 
death of their son by electrocution at 
Hampton Roads due to the fact that 
officials feel that such action would es- 
tablish a far-reaching precedent. Fa- 
vorable action by the House Committee 
to the extent of recommending payment 
in the sum of $2,500 has again brought 
it to the attention of the Department. 

A new case somewhat similar is pend- 
ing in another private bill in the case 
of the parents of one of the victims of 
the S-4,

GPECIAL tests of anti-aircraft search- 

light and sound locator material will 
take place at Fort Humphreys, Va., this 
fall. While past tests at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Maryland, have been 
of great valae in the development of 
anti-aircraft equipment, it has not been 
possible to combine the tests of search- 
lights and sound locators with those of 
anti-aircraft guns so as to obtain the 
maximum development of the search- 
light and sound locator.

ing to buy, under terms of the War 
Department Appropriation bill for 1929, 
2,300 horses and 1,700 males in the open 
market. Purchases will be made near 
remount depots, with veterinary inspec- 
tion before delivery. Each animal will 
then undergo conditioning at a r2mount 
depot for three or four months prior to 
placement in service. 

In combatting a tendency of newly 
chased animals to fall sick with stran 
influenza, pneumonia, shipping fever, and 
other equine diseases, the Remount Service 
has found open air and green grass treat

Two new chiefs of branches will assume office soon. Maj. Gen. F. T. Austin, 
U. S. A. Chief of Field Artillery, is expected to arrive in Washington early 
next week to take charge of the office vacated by Maj. Gen. W. A. Snow, U. S. Ax. 
on December 19 by retirement. Col. E. P. Easterbrook will be installed as Chief 
of Chaplains vice Chaplain Axton today and will deliver the Easter message at the 
walter Reed Sunrise Service tomorrow. 

Maj. Gen. Austin, whose military career began with the Fifth Massachusetts 
Volunteer Infantry, has been connected with the Field Artillery since 1901. Dur- 
ing the World War he was ordered from duty as a battalion commander of the First 
Field Artillery at Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, to Fort Sill. Okla., as instructor at 
the School of Fire. He was then transferred to Camp Lewis, Wash., to command 
the 346th Field Artillery of the 91st Division. He later commanded in turn the 
350th Field Artillery, the 167th Field Artillery Brigade at Camp Dix, N. J., and 
the 156th Field Artillery Brigade at Camp Jackson, S. C. In the latter part of 
1918 he was placed in command of Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., where his skillful 
handling ef the influenza epidemic gained for him the Distinguished Service Medal. 

Chaplain Easterbrook was born in England in 1865. His first military service 
Was as chaplain of the 2d and 202d New York Voluntecr Infantry Regiments 
in 1898 during the Spanish-American War. He was appointed a chaplain in the 
Regular Army in 1900. He served in the Philippine Islands with the 17th United 
States Infantry until April, 1902, when he returned to the United States with his 
regiment, 

In July. 1918. Chaplain Eastesbrook was ordered to France where he served 
until November, 1918, as Chaplain of the 69th Artillery, C. A. C. On December 
3, 1918, he became Associate Senior Chaplain of the Third Army with which force he 
went into Germany. He subsequently served with the Army of Occupation and the 
American Forces in Germany until February, 1923, acting in turn as Chaplain of 
the 28th U. S. Infantry, Chaplain of the 8th U. S. Infantry, and Senior Chaplain of 
the American Ferees in Germany.

In spite of the opinion of the Comp- 
troller General that an increase in pay is 
itself a promotion and that the act of June 
10, 1922 repealed the Act of May 12, 1917, 
it would certainly seem that the Act of 
March 3, 1925 recognizes the Act of May 
12, 1917 as being in full force and effect. 
In this Act Congress has expressed in a 


clear, concise manner an intent entirely 


contrary to that attributed to it by the 
Comptroller General. 

It seems to me that there is a vast dis- 
tinction between “pay” and “promotion.” 


A promotion is an advancement in raak, 
which is pos ible for officers on the promo- 


tion list only when a vacancy exists in the 
next higher grade. An increase of psy 
from one pay period to another, or the o 


per cent increase for each three years of 


serviee, is determined expressly and solely 


by length of service. 
H. R. 12624 does not confer any new 
rights or privileges upon retired officers. 


It simply means that it has again become 
necessary for Congress to confirm the legal 
rights of those officers under existing stat- 
utes, and to insure that they will not be 
deprived of that which Congress has re- 
peatedly decreed that they are entitled to. 
Congress never intended that there should 
be the discrimination against the retired 
officer on active duty now existing under 
the decisions of the Comptroller General,

MADE VIRTUES. 

'TTHE PROPOSAL FOR Army promotion through attrition is dead. The House 

Military Committee has decided informally against its adoption. The Senate 
Military Committee will begin hearings probably next week on the War De- 
partment, Black and other measures, but even should it favor attrition, the 
House will refuse to compromise. 

The attitude of the House Committee is based upon its unwillingness to 
throw out of service officers who have given their lives to the study and pursuit 
of their profession. There is further involved the question of expense to the 
Government, although the War Department, before submitting the proposal, 
obtained the acquiescence of the Bureau of the Budget. But the main point at 
issue is largely humanitarian; for the Committee feels that it would be unfair 
to drop officers and cause them to enter into competition in civil life with men, 
who from the time of graduation from school and college, have been engaged 
in business. 

The House Committee is swinging to approval of the age in grade plan, 
which will tend to facilitate promotion. The Senate Committee also is favorable 
to the method. Therefore, the chances of enactment of this form of relief are 
exceedingly promising. 


(THE VOICE OF THE PACIFIST is certainly vociferous in the land. We heard 

it all winter, and we will hear it all spring. The latest announcement of an 
opportunity for it to be broadcasted deals with a meeting of the American Peace 
Society which will hold a “world conference on international justice” at Cleve- 
land from May 7 to 11. At this conference, there will be discussed the ques- 
tions of what constitutes adequate defense for the United States, whether mili- 
tary training in schools and colleges is desirable, what should be the disarm- 
ament policy of the United States, what can be done toward outlawing war, 
and what steps should be taken to bring about a uniform policy respecting pro- 
tection of investments abroad. Invited to take part in this illuminating dis- 
“eussion are the French, British, and German Ministers for Foreign Affairs, and 
Various other foreign dignitaries, who undoubtedly will hail with delight an op- 
portunity to spread propaganda as to the advisability of America reducing its 
defense, foregoing training, and abandoning protection of its foreign interests. 
At the end of the article distributed on this subject, we are told, of course, in 
the form of an afterthought, that the American Peace Society is supported en- 
tirely by gifts of Americans. If solicited, Europe, and particularly the list of 
distinguished guests invited, doubtless also would contribute. 

It is a great day for propaganda and contributions! 


ALTHOUGH THE EXPOSURE of the evil effects of the enactment of the 
Burton resolution—by the way Mr. Burton hails from Cleveland—have been 
clearly shown, it is not certain it is dead. We believe it is moribund, but if it is 
to continue in this state or to receive the final blow, continued attention must 
be paid to it. Surely, the price of liberty is eternal vigilance! The House For- 
eign Affairs Committee may hold further hearings, in which case there will be 
no action at this session. Yet the matter is in a sufficiently advanced stage to 
permit its consideration at the next session. Striking as the resolution does at 
the very foundation of American industry, we believe sound business will con- 
tinue to exercise pressure to bring about its suppression. In Ohio, there are 
numerous manufacturing enterprises which would be hard hit if the resolution 
of one of their own representatives should be approved. For example, there 
is the chemical industry, the electrical industry, the automobile and automobile 
tire industry, and others. We have a high regard for the honesty of Mr. Burton, 
but it is difficult for us to conceive how he could so deliberately betray the in- 
dustries of his own State, to say nothing of those of the Nation. Perhaps this 
feature of his resolution will permeate the conscience of Ohio business men and 
give them to pause in connection with his reelection. 
7 TE WERE AT Springfield, Illinois, when General Summerall was in that city 
addressing the Teachers’ Convention and the midday dining club. With the 
General, was General Malone, who is now stationed in Chicago, Adjutant Gen- 
eral Carlos E. Black, commanding the Illinois National Guard, and a number 
ot National Guard Officers. There was a discussion in connection with the order 
of General Black for the reduction of the State Guard to the quota allowed by 
the appropriations. No difficulty is experienced by Illinois in getting a plentiful 
supply of recruits. This is particularly the case just before the annual summer 
camps. But it is surprising and a tribute to the Illinois National Guard that 
it should be overstrength in the spring. The accommodations at Camp Grant 
are described as constantly improving in character, and the ration of the Reg- 
ular Army is supplemented by ten cents extra authorized by the State. There is 
complaint that more regular officers are not assigned to the organization, and 
it would seem the part of wisdom to authorize the details, which are essential 
for efficiency.

SUGGESTS T. R. PUBLICATION CHANGE. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

FTER a recent tour of duty with troops, 

part of which time I was in command 
of a regiment, I would like to register my 
disapproval of our present system of pub- 
lishing Training Regulations. 

The loose leaf system without doubt has 
its advantages from the point of view of 
the Adjutant General's Office. 

I suppose it makes it more convenient 
to publish frequent changes and probably 
costs less money but it certainly defeats 
its own object, that of being a manual on 
training subjects which is readily avail- 
able in garrison or the field in complete 
form, for stud or reference. 

Notwithstanding any argument that the 
loose leaf system can be made to work, the 


fact remains that it is not working and 
that is the test. 
It is not satisfactory for this reason: 


Being a loose leaf system, there is never 
any certainty that it is complete, that it 
contains the latest changes, that some one 
has not removed one of the pamphlets for 
some immediate use and failed to return it 
to the file copy. This happens frequently, 
in spite of all efforts to prevent it and 
when you have occasion to look up some- 
thing, you frequently find the desired reg- 
ulation missing. Changes are received 
which are not perforated to fit the binder 
and consequently do not get inserted and 
are placed in the binder loose and become 
mixed up and lost. 

The binder is so large and heavy that 
it cannot be carried on the person or horse, 
and so, in the field, it is back in the rear 
echelon in the wagons. Occasions fre- 
quently arise in the field where it is most 
necessary to have a training regulation 
convenient to settle some disputed point. 

The loose leaf book has uneven edges 
making it inconvenient to turn quickly to 
any desired paragraph. 

While recently a student at one of the 
large Service Schools, I have seen frequent 
distributions of leaves and pamphlets of 
Training Regulations, among other numer- 
ous papers, made to some 200 student’s 
boxes and I believe that over 50 per cent 
of these went from there to waste baskets. 
This procedure was not helping on the 
side ot economy. 

I believe that there are not 10 per cent 
of the officers of the Army who have in 
their possession complete sets of Training 
Regulations of their own Arm of the Serv- 
ice. The system is not, working 

If by chance you happen to lose 
copy, Which you have carefully collected, 
it takes much correspondence and requisi- 
tioning to get together another. 

I would like to suggest that the 
leaf system be abandoned and that we go 
back to the old system of a drill book 
printed on thin paper and of a size to be 
carried in the pocket.

If that bill can be- 
come a law it will do more to help the 
morale of the service, and will give the 
first lieutenants and captains who came 
into the service in 1920, just what was due 
them at the time. It is rank injustice at 
the present time in the matter of the pro- 
motion list. <A first lieutenant as of 1920 
should have been placed with officers of 
that grade; the same with captains. Who- 
ever heard of anything so inconsistent as 
placing hundreds of second Heutenants as 
of July 1, 1920, ahead of officers much 
older and who were picked to be captains, 
officers .auch older, but who now find oo 
of files 


these youngsters are thousands 
ahead of them on the list. 
The bill shows that; Mr. Black has 


studied the situation and has a keen in- 
terest in the welfare of the service. By 
placing all officers on the list as of June 
30, 1920, he gives a great advantage to 
those West Pointers who were graduated 
in 1918; he places older officers within the 
same groups, and the younger ones to- 
gether. The arrangement of the list today 
shows there are many officers who have 
thousands of dead files ahead of them— 
they can never hope to get anywhere. 
Mr. Black's bill shows that he has made 
an intelligent analysis of the situation and 
does not have any favorites to help along, 


such as another bill, which would place 
emergency officers below regulars who 
were in the service before July 1. 1920. 


The arrangement of Mr. Black's bill would 
be a fair proposition to all. 

The elimination features and also his 
proposition as to promotion to the grade 
of major shows that he has the welfare 
of the junior officers at heart. Let’s put 
this bill over, and it is to be hoped that 
it will be done before many weeks have 
passed. Much time has been wasted on 
this proposition. Now that we have a bill 
which I believe a great majority of officers 
in the service heartily favor, here's hop- 
ing that the powers that be on capitol hill 
get their heads together and work on this 
matter as they would any matters which 
would pertain to their respective parties. 
Morale of the service should be taken care 
of as soon as possible. And here's to Mr. 
Black, whose keen analvsis of the situa- 
tion should be given a prominent place in 
your publication.
